HIRTY thousand years ago the Stone Age man learned first 
how to conquer the darkness of his eave by fire . . . and then 
that a fish or-a bird wrapped in fibrous material made a good 
torch. When he found that the dripping fat from this also burn­ 
ed, he had invented the first oil lamp. 
Later, light became symbolic of power to the Egyptians, and so it 
was they who added beauty to their oil and charcoal lamps.

Candle light i> first heralded in tho Bible, hut the Ren­ 
aissance develojH’d it to an elaborate stage with gorgeous crystal 
chandeliers and intricately wrought candelabra. 
The burning knot of pitch pine, the whale oil lamp, the kerosene 
lamp and the gas burner h aw all done service in the illumination 
of American homes, and each has in turn retired before the mod­ 
ern magic of Electricity and Edison’s incandescent lamp.
